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MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 

NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 18th January 1968 

No. L/451 (l)/68. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the 
United Nations (Privileges and Immunities) Act, 1947 (46 ox 1947), the Central 
Government hereby declares that the provisions of clauses (a), (b) and (g) of 
Section 10 and Sections 19 and 20 contained in Article V of the Schedule to the 
said Act shall apply, rrwtatis mutandis, to the officers of the Commonwealth Secre- 
tariat provided they are not Indian nationals, while visiting India, subject to the 
following modifications, namely:— 

1, In Section 18,— 

(i) in clause (a), the following shall be added at the end, namely:— 

“, except in respect of civil actions for damages alleged to have been 
caused by motor vehicles belonging to or driven by them, or in 
respect of motor traffic offences involving such vehicles”; 

(ii) in clause (g), the following shall be added at the end, namely: — 

”, Including private motor vehicles, for their use and for the use of the 
members of their families forming part of their household. 
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(iii) after clause (g), the following clause shall be added, namely: — 

“(h) be given the like inviolability for all their official papers and docu- 
ments as is accorded by law to the diplomatic agent of a sending 
State.” 

2. For Sections 19 and 20, the following Sections shall be substituted, namely: — 
“Section 19. — Senior officers of the Commonwealth Secretariat shall be 
accorded in respect of themselves and members of their families 
forming part of their household the privileges and immunities, 
exemptions and facilities accorded to diplomatic envoys, in accord- 
ance with International law. 

Explanation . — “Senior officer” means an officer of the Secretariat recognised 
by the Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of 
External Affairs, as being a senior officer of the Secretariat. 

Section 20.-— The privileges and immunities granted to the officers of the 
Commonwealth Secretariat and members of their families may be 
waived by the Secretary-General or any person for the time being 
exercising his functions. If in any proceedings any question arises 
whether or not any person is entitled to any privilege or immunity 
under this Article, a certificate Issued by or under the authority of 
the Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of External 
Affairs stating any fact relevant to that question shall be conclusive 
evidence of that fact.”.
